Many  of  these 
churches  have  kept  alive,  hut  many 
have  died.  In  1817  we  had  "no 
Baptist  churches  in  Maine.  The 
miuutes  tor  ISSii  show  that  we  havo 
now  248,  or  tour  less  than  in  l—.'i.

ago.  Attention  has  been  paid'  to
